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This is not without danger to 
Tito. Khrushchev cannot well per- 
mit him to gain stature as a 
Communist leader, more especial. 
ly since he was the originator of 
do-it-yourself-communism. If the 
present masters of the Kremlin 
permit themselves the luxury of 
second guessing, they must indeed 
rate Tito as one of Stalin’s major 
errors. 


“I will crook my finger and he 
will fall,” said Stalin contemptu- 
ously when Tito defected in June, 
1948. But Tito is still around. 
Stalin had planned to keep Yugo- 
Slavia an agricultural nation, one 
of the satellites producing food 
for Russia. Today, Yugoslavia is 
well along as an industrial nation. 


African Nations 


The African nations, as they 
begin trying to become nations in 
fact and not merely in official 
designation, are determined to 
remain neutral. Nigeria, which 
joins them in October, will con- 
tribute the same moderate coun- 
cil. Whether they can or not will 
depend on luck and the ability of 
the United States to counter the 
Soviets. 


Belatedly arriving is India’s 
Nehru. It was he who first put 
into the language of diplomacy 
“the third force.” He believes in 
it more strongly than ever. Noth- 
ing of Gandhi’s nonviolence influ- 
ence remains in India. He left the 
stamp of his morality on its poli- 
cies. But India was ready to offer 
armed resistance against Red 
Chinese border aggressions. 


In international politics, Nehru 
firmly will walk the “‘neutralism”’ 
line. He already has advised the 
New Afro-Asian nations to “steer 
clear’’ of both powers. 


The smaller Asian nations lean 
toward this policy. 


Moscow will not want to permit 
it, but we may in time see a real 
flowering of a third force group 
with the new African nations, 
Tito, India, and, perhaps, some of 
the Latin American countries try- 
ing to exert a common force. 


That this might prove a straiv 
on some of the Soviet satellites is 
certain. But that it would lead to 
attempts to emulate Tito is most 
unlikely. The wish would be there. 
But neither the means nor the will 
would be strong enough. 


It Is Plain 


All of this is plain to the Rus- 
sians. They cannot avoid weigh- 
ing it any more than the United 
States. It is already plain as the 
button nose on Mr. Khrushchev’s 
face that the containment of the 
African nations’ problems can 
come only through neutralism. He 
does not wish them contained. 


This being true, we may expect 
to see the Soviets seek to counter 
Tito, and a third force, with ail 
efforts to upset the economic and 
political stability of the new na- 
tions.

Friday's proposal was aimed at 
insuring that new surpluses will 
not take their place.. 


Nixon’s six-point plan to lick 
the surplus problem called for: 

1. ‘A long-term price support 
system with levels based on an 
average of market prices over 
the immediately preceding crop 
years.” 

2. “Substantial expansion” of 
the soil bank program and per- 
haps legislation enforcing “‘a tem- 
porary cutback in acreage allot- 
ments of any price supported 
crop so heavily in surplus as to 
bring injury to that crop.” 


Under Nixon's expanded soil 
bank conservation reserve pro- 
gram, acreage could be retired 
from crop production under rental 
contracts of three to 10 years. 


3. Mobilization of the rural de- 
velopment program to help small 
farmers learn better methods and 
increase their earning power 
through jobs off the farm. 

4. Policies to “‘meet the cost- 
price squeeze headon” such as 
support of consumer cooperatives, 
searching for new markets, and 
strengthened credit facilities,

Voters in 115 of Georgia’s 159 
counties gave a majority vote in 
favor of “‘free’’ (unpledged) Dem- 
ocratic presidential electors, an 
official tabulation showed Friday. 


A straw ballot, not binding on 
the state’s 12 Democratic presi- 


dential electors, produced 168,- 
786 votes for unpledged or free 
electors and 136,070 votes for 
pledged electors. 


Official tabulation of the Sept. 
14 primary votes showed that 
Benning M. Grice of Macon won 
a State Supreme Court seat over 
Vance of Bainbridge by 
six votes. Grice received a 
popular vote of 146,516 and Custer 
144,735. Grice captured 164 unit 
votes against 158 for Custer. 


In the only other statewide con- 
test Ben T. Wiggigs won renomi- 
nation to the Public Service Com- 
mission by a wide margin over 
Franklin Rodgers. Wiggins won 
all of the 410 unit votes and a 
popular vote of 318,305 against 
161,755 for Rodgers.

Obscured in Bitterness 


South Carolina’s James F. Byrnes, 
now 81, is a man who doesn’t forgive or 
forget. So the man Franklin Roosevelt 
called his “assistant president” Thursday 
announced his support of the Republican 
ticket. 

The Democratic Party has been kind 
to Byrnes. It made him governor, U.S. 
senator, associate justice of the U. S. 
Supreme Court, war mobilizer and sec- 
retary of state. It depended upon him 
during the turbulent New Deal years. He 
was a good and loyal Democrat who 
wanted to be president. 

His ambition was denied him when 
his party chose Harry Truman for the 
vice presidency, an honor Byrnes claims 
FDR had promised him. His bitterness 
began on that date and has not lessened 
with the years. 

Byrnes says he is supporting the GOP 
because he doesn’t like the Democrats’ 
platform. But has he read the Republi- 
can document? Except for minute de- 
tails they are much of the same pattern. 

Byrnes could not pass up this chance 
to take a poke at FDR. He said he didn’t 
want a president who first would have to 
say, “Clear it with Reuther.”’ 

Byrnes had a brilliant career. It is 
too bad that it must be clouded by his 
petty, embittered actions and words dur- 
ing his declining years.

Peaceful Student Movements Backed 


A pledge to “give all possible support to constructive stu- 
dent non-violent movements” has been made by the Council of 
the Lutheran Student Association of America, says the National 
Lutheran Council. 


In a statement issued by the council, governing group of 
the L.S.A.A., the young Lutherans pledged “to do everything in 
our power to end effectively racial discrimination in the church 
and community.” The statement called on all L.S.A.A. campus 
groups “and the many individual students affiliated with them 
to actively participate in the movement to end discrimination. 


Campus groups were urged to acquaint themselves fully with 
the non-violent movement, establish study groups, desegregate, 
if necessary, their own groups, study ways of ending segregation 
in the churches, encourage Christian students to participate ac- 
tively in non-violent demonstrations. 


Don’t Invite ‘Bigot’ Label 

A ranking member of the Southern Baptist Convention com- 
plained this week to a group of Baptist executives, editors and lay 
leaders that Baptists face the problem of being labeled “bigots” 
by the rest of the nation. 

W. Barry Garrett, associated director of the Baptist Joint 
Committee on Public Affairs, was referring to the religious issue 
in the current presidential campaign. 

“Sometimes we might quite unintentionally make the impres- 
sion of being bigoted, and our witness is damaged as much as if 
the charges were true,” he said. “It is so hard to make ourselves 
understood. It is so easy to be misunderstood.” 

The dilemma of the “religious issue” in the campaign should 
cause Baptists to “pause and re-evaluate the situation,” he stated. 
In his opinion, Garrett said, Baptists should “give more serious 
consideration to the Baptist image that is being created by their 
participation in the campaign.”

BIGGEST FAULT 


The biggest fault photogra- 
phers make, professionals say, 
is camera movement. Shut- 
ter speeds will not compensate 
for camera movement. The 
squeeze movement—like firing 
a rifle—should be used for sharp 
pictures. If you have an un- 
steady hand try putting the 
camera on a solid surface or 


a tripod. 


The quality of your equip- 
ment will limit the action you 
can . Simple cameras pro- 
duce good results when light 
is adequate and there is little 
movement by the subject. 


Different angles always make 
a more interesting photograph. 
Look at your subject from sev- 
eral angles before deciding to 
snap the shutter. 


Try to avoid clutter in your 


photographs. Get simple back- 
grounds and be careful not to 
distort your friends by putting 
their feet in the foreground of 
the picture. 


One final reminder — keep 
your fingers off the lens. 
There’s nothing like having a 
magnified finger in the corner 
of that otherwise good shot.

“evaluation” process that pre- 
cedes adoption. 


Her best news is that couples 
can now secure a child within 
four to six months after their 
application is accepted. 


A full staff operating effi- 
ciently at the social agency and 
more children being placed 
through agency channels has 
caused the speed-up. 
INFORMAL INTERVIEWS 

Much informality and privacy 
goes with the interviews that 
potential parents undergo at 
Child Service, which is housed 
in a homey old mansion at 44 
lith St., NE. 


“They are let-down-the-hair 
sessions for sharing ideas,” 
Miss Johnson emphasized, “‘ 
comfortable and relaxed.” 


First step for the would-be 
parents is a telephone call to 
the agency to settle preliminary 
requirements as to age and 
length of marriage. The couple 
is invited to an evening group 
meeting, held with several oth- 
er couples. 


START EVALUATING 


A staff member explains the 
adoption procedure. 


“But mainly we want to start 
the adoptive parents evaluating 
themselves as good parents,” 
the soft-spoken social worker 
said. 


How sound is their marriage? 
Are the husband and wife ad- 
justed enough in their own life 
to take a third person? Do both 
parties want a child? 


“Some couples rule them- 
selves out tmimediately. They're 


of the couple with a staff work- 
er, again at the agency office. 


They go deeper into questions 
from the group meeting, like: 


1. The basis of childlessness. 


2. Feeling about out-of-wed- 
lock birth. 


3. Experience with their 
friends who have adopted chil- 
dren. 


“They still haven't signed any- 
thing or committed themselves,”’ 
Miss Johnson continued. “We 
just want to start them thinking 
through this big step.”’ 


DOCTOR’S STATEMENT 


Meantime the prospective par- 
ents must get a doctor’s state- 
ment on the basis for their 
childlessness. This is a basic 
requirement. 


He must be sure that preg- 
nancy is unlikely or impossible. 

Finally, though it’s a just a 
matter of days, the prelimi- 
naries begin to materialize. The 
couple fills out “the blue form,”’ 
a simple vital statistics ques- 
tionnaire, going generally into 
employment and income. 


“We have no minimum in- 
come requirement, just so it is 
adequate to support the family 
when it adds a child. We keep 
the financial phase flexible.” 


Then the prospective parents 
go on the Pending List. 


The ‘“‘Home Study” stage fol- 
lows, a misnomer that means 
study of the couple’s home life 
and family background rather 
than visits to the home. Just 
one of these is included. 


For this phase, the couple is 
assigned a specific staff worker 
for a series of interviews held 
individually and as a couple. 


The husband-wife interview 
naturally delves into the fami- 
ly budget. 


“We point out the problems 
and let them wrestle with their 
budget themselves. They may 
phone back and say they'd bet-
